PORTION OF 
BROADWAY 

City's Share of State 
Gas Tax to Help Pay 
For New Work 

Santa Ana will have 569,982.06 
to .spend on state highways in the 
rity during the next two years, and 
$28,268.10 to .spend on streets of 
major importance during the next 
fi.scal year. 

The first and biggest street job 
to be tackled by the city is the re¬ 
paving of North Broadway, at a 
total cost of $44,,3C8.24. A program 
outlined by City Engineer J. L. 
McBride to the city council yester¬ 
day afternoon was approved by the 
council at the night session. 

McBride was authorized by the 
council to submit the detailed 
maps and plans for the Broadway 
improvement to the state depart¬ 
ment of public works. It Is ex¬ 
pected that the project will be 
ready to start shortly after July 1. 

First to Tenth 

The North Broadway improve¬ 
ment program calls for repaving 
Broadway from the .south line of 
First street to the south line of 
Tenth street. From P’lrst to .Sixth 
new paving will be laid on top of 
existing pavement, but from Sixth 
to Tenth existing pavement will be 
tom up and new paving installed. 

A total of $12,587 in new money 
is set up in the street budget for 
the Broadway job, which will be 
added to the $.31,771.24 set up last 
year for the paving program. 

The quarter-cent gas lax refund 
to the city is estimated at $.51,140 
for the 1937-'39 biennium, which, 
added to the unprogrammed bal¬ 
ance from 1935-'.37 and other bal¬ 
ances, makes a total of $69,982.06 
to be expended on slate highway.s 
witliin the city during the next 
two years. 

A total of $10,100 will be spent 
for maintenance of the state high 
way.s in the city, and $54,882 for 
new construction work. A con-

FARM CHIEFS 
OFFER NEW 
PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON. — Farm 
leaders offered to congress yester¬ 
day a new agricultural adjustment 
program which they said com-, 
blned features of the Invalidated 
AAA, Secretary Wallace’s ever- 
normal granary proposal, and the 
old Hoover farm board. 

The American Farm Bureau 
Federation and other farm organ¬ 
izations drafted the bill, aimed at 
controlled production and parity 
prices for farmers. It was sent to 
the house and senate agriculture 
committees. 

The bill would allow the Cont- 
modity Credit Corporation to loan 
producers of basic crops from 80 
to 90 per cent of the parity value 
of their produce. 

(The parity price Is that which 
agriculture departments econom¬ 
ists figure a commodity should 
bring in order for farm income to 
be in balance with labor and in¬ 
dustrial values. Thus It fluctu¬ 
ates as other prices rise or de¬ 
cline.) 

Government loans would be 
made only if the market price ap¬ 
proached or fell below parity. If 
it went below, farmers could turn 
over part of their crops to the 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
and receive a loan.

The body of Mrs. 'Tiernan's 
daughter, Helen, was discovered 
Sunday, only a few hours after 
.she was killed, near Brookhaven, 
L. I. Her throat was slashed, the 
head bruised, and the clothing and 
parts of the body burned. Near-by 
was the boy, Jimmie TIernan, his 
throat cut but still alive. He is ex¬ 
pected to recover. 

Consentlno's account of Mrs. 
Tiernan’s purported confession 
quoted her as saying: 

“TiilkHl It Over” 

“George and myself met over in 
my apartment hist Thursday. 
George and I had quite an argu¬ 
ment. He wanted to know when 
we were going to be married. I 
said I didn’t know. 

“He said, ‘What did you do 
about the children?' 

“I said, ‘I went to the child wel¬ 
fare to see about placing them in 
a home but they told me that it 
would not be done, because I was 
physically able to support them 
and that I had a position.' 

“George .said, 'let’s get rid of 
them. Take them out to the Island.’ 

“I said, 'but what will we do 
with them out there?’ 

“He said, ’you’ve got an axe 
haven't you?’ ” 

Packed Weapons 

The alleged statement by Mrs. 
TIernan then quoted Christodulus 
as saying: 

"Then you can get rid of them.” 

“I said, 'what, hit them with 
the axe?’ 

“He eald, ’Yes.’ ” 

Coneentlno said the couple then 
planned to tell the children they 
were taking them on a picnic to 
Brookhaven, taking along a 
hatchet, a bread knife, a pair of 
Hci.ssors and a bottle of gasoline. 

On Saturday morning, the state¬ 
ment related, Mrs. TIernan put the 
weapons in a suitcase and told the 
children it contained their picnic 
lunch. 

Children Picked Tlowers 

Consentino said the statement 
told of the mother and children 
meeting Christodulus near Brook¬ 
haven and of driving v/lth them to 
a woods.

"I hesitated,” Mrs. TIernan was 
quoted as saying. 

“I didn’t want to go through 
with it. 

"Finally little Helen came over 
near where I was. She stopped to 
pick a flower. Jimmy was a little 
distance away. 

Then the .Murder 

“George grabbed the hatchet 
and hit Helen on the head three 
times. Helen fell over on her back. 

I took the knife and cut her throat. 
Helen screamed. Jimmy heard her 
and came running toward me, cry¬ 
ing 'mommy, mommy, what hap¬ 
pened?’ 

"George struck hi/n twice with 
the hatchet on the head. When he 
fell I cut his throat with the knife. 

I took the gasoline from the suit¬ 
case, poured It on the clothes of 
Helen. George lit a match .and put 
it on the gasoline. 

“I took the children’s shoes off 
and some of their clothes so they 
couldn’t be traced. I took them 
home. 

“George drove me to the railroad 
station. I came home by myself 
and he came home In the car.”

Hnow's report pointed out that 
the iiercentage of aged in Orange 
county receiving old age security 
is only 10.6 per cent as compared 
with 16 per cent for the state as 
a whole.

your fruit or increase the size of 
your boxes” was the warning given 
orange growers by Holmes Bishop 
at the May meeting of the Yorba 
Linda Farm center Monday eve¬ 
ning at the Woman's clubhouse. 

Bi.shop's talk was the result of 
a trip to easttern markets, partic¬ 
ularly Boston, last fall and his 
ob.servations of consumer reaction 
to inferior fruit. In the early fall, 
stated Bishop, if the chain stores 
decided that the market on Cali¬ 
fornia oranges was too high, it 
was their custom to buy up a 
lot of Florida fruit and push the 
sale at prices much lower than 
for fruit from California with the 
result that California fruit prices 
would decline to a level ruinous to 
the grower.

Other speakers were J. E. Lewis, 
who reviewed the water bond situ¬ 
ation and stated that there seemed 
to be an excellent chance for the 
proposition calling for $2,500,000 
in bonds to carry as there did 
not seem to be any organized op¬ 
position. He urged their approval 
as it would mean that the fed¬ 
eral government would then spend 
some $1.5,000,000 for dams in the 
county.

of the county and to he used for purcha.sing dam sites, and 
flood lands and rights of way. When it wa.s di.sclo.sed that a re¬ 
appraisal of necc.s.sary lands by federal land bank appraisers 
reduced the required outlays by the county for this purpose 
to a figure slightly over .$1,000,000, one member of the hoard 
queried United States army officers to know if a bond i.ssue of 
.$2..000,000 would fill tile fjiii fi’om the government standfioint. 
The answer was affirmative. 

Jn the meantime other members of the board have been 
canvassing their constituents in belialf of an enlarged program, 
providing for certain area.s, and recommending that the vote 
be on a bond issue of .$.3,.000,000, in order to make "a completed 
program." As a rule they have met with affirmative responses. 

It is true that the county seems to face about as good an 
opportunity as it will ever have to obtain large financial aid 
from the federal government. It is true that the issue has been 
before the people long enoiigh to justify its final settlement 
at this time. It is true that many features of the "completed 
program" are desirable. 

But it is not certain that a $.'i,.'')00,000 bond issue will com¬ 
mand a two-thirds vote at a time when taxes of every sort are 
a mill.stone around people's necks, it is not certain that an 
issue for this sum will escape opposition from rather formid¬ 
able sources. Above all. it has not yet been definitely .set forth 
to the people in general that we cannot vote an issue of 
$2,.'')00,000 and still liave n. "completed program," .so far as llie 
county at large is concerned. 

The News-Tribune has .always favored .some rational flood 
control and conservation plan. But it likewise has stood firm 
on the proposition that the voters should know what they are 
voting for and be as.sured of getting their money’s worth. 

It certainly is incumbent on the board of supervisors, before 
adding a million tlollars lo the figure acknowledged as ac¬ 
ceptable by the federal authorities, to show the people def¬ 
initely and positively that the larger sum is ab.solutely necessary. 

Our study of the proposition leads us to believe two 
things: 

1. The whole program can be carried out by voting 
.‘?2,.500,fX)0 in bonds for the dam work, and by using tiic 
money saved from this, plus part of the regular county 
flood tax for the special channels. 

2. The public will approve the .$2,.500,000 bond plan, 
but it might not give the two-thirds majority needed to 
pass a larger sum. 

We believe, too, that a majority of the board has 
come to see the matter in thi.s light. 

So with a grant of -SI3,000,000 from the federal gov¬ 
ernment as the prize for a .succe.s.sful bond election, there 
should be no more hesitation about calling it for the 
$2,500,000 total.
